| A few years ago th swoeld have been thought 
& most absurd well as a trifling question. It 
would have been deemed an insult to the com- 
nen unders:anding of every man bora in Great 
Britain or America, to suppose this question 
vuseeptible of doubt or controversy. A revolu- 
tion bes certainly been effected in many minds, 
with regard to this question, withia the last sixty 
years. Many of those, who ence considered the 
superiority of political freedom as a point alto- 
ether beyond dispute, and as supported, not 
vuly by intuitive self-evident truth, but by the 
long and uniform attestation of experience, 
have since gone over to the opposite epinion.— 
Many have fouad their convictions shaken, and 
if they have not abjured their aacient creed, be- 
gin, at least, to perceive that the truth of it is not 
quite as clear as they once imagined. 

The cause,ina great measure, of this revolu- 
tion in human opinions may well be divimed by 
taking a cursory glance at the sitmation of af- 
fairs in France for the last fifty years—the hor- 
rors aod disasters of the last revolution in that 
country. The scenes of this revolution took 
place, os it were, under our own eyes, and our 
sympathy was irresistibly affected. The story 
bemg familarly knowa to us, in all its circum- 
stances and details, the imaginatien, if we may 
so speak, was filled with this single object, and 
grief and detestation excinded or supplanted 
every other sentiment. It is true, that similar
